Police Officer, and that the said. Officer Isaac Yasquez, was then and there lawfully discharging an 
offtcial duty, to-wit: Conducting arrest for assault family violence. In Violation of Penal Code 
Section 22.01, Assault, a 3*^ Degree Felony, 

Probable Cause: 

On Sunday, August 11,2019 at approximately 10:12 PM, Officer Oscar Guzman #557 
responded to 2807 Summer Breeze (Mission* Texas 78572) in re^rence to a disturbance in progress, 

At arrival* Officer Guzman, observed a male subject, later identified as Seth Bradley Blake 
(Defendant)* being held down by family members. Officer Isaac Yasquez #561, who had arrived to 
assist, and Officer Guzman asked the family members to release the defendant, which at that point Officer 
Yasquez grabbed the defendant by the right arm and guided him to the floor. Once on the ground Officer 
Guzman assisted Officer Yasquez in detaining the defendant Officer Yasquez then escorted the defendant 
outside. 

Officer Guzman then made contact with the victim, identifted as 
who was holding a bloody towel over his left ear. Officer Guzman asked the victim to show him what the 
defendant had done, which the victim the removed the towel, where Officer Guzman observed the top 
portion of the left ear missing. The victim stated that the defendant had a drug problem and was on 
something. The victim stopped talking and started to pace back and forth. 

^^^^Officer Guzman made contact with the defendant's sister, identified 

who stated that her father had confronted her brother (defendant), due to him taking 
medication from a safe box and abusing of it. stated that the defendant had become hostile and 

swung at her father striking him on the right side of the face, saying that her father 

then took the defendant down to the ground in attempt to confrolhinril^^l stated that while on the 
ground the defendant bit the top portion of her fathers left ear off. 

Officer Yasquez escorted the defendant to his patrol unit (U342)and placed him inside the 
backseat, where the defendant started kicking the rear passenger door panel. Officer Yasquez opened the 
rear passenger door and asked the defendant to stop kicking the door, at which point the defendant 
stopped and intentionally kicked Officer Yasquez on the center of his stomach area causing pain and 
discomfort Officer Yasquez then closed the passenger back door, where while transporting observed the 
defendant peel off the plastic cover from the unit door frame as well as tearing the ceiling upholstery of 
the unit Officer Yasquez transported the defendant to the City of Mission jail, where he was released to 
custody ofjailers.

Probable Cause: 

On Sunday, August 11,2019 at approximately 10:12 PM, Officer Oscar Guzman #557 
responded to 2807 Summer Breeze (Mission, Texas 78572) in reference to a disturbance in 
progress. 

At arrival. Officer Guzman, observed a male subject, later identified as Seth Bradley 
Blake (Defendant), being held dawn by family members. Officer Isaac Vosquez #5dl, who had 
arrived to assist, and Officer Guzman asked the family members to release the defendant, which 
at that point Officer Vasquez grabbed the defendant by the right arm and guided him to the floor. 
Once on the ground Officer Guzman assisted Officer Vasquez in detaining the defendant. Officer 
Vasquez then escorted the defendant outside, 

Officer Guzman then made contact with the victim, identified as (Victim) 

who was bolding a bloody towel over his left ear. Officer Guzman asked the victim to show him 
what the defendant had done, which the victim the removed the towel, where Officer Guzman 
observed the top portion of the left ear missing. The victim staled that the defendant had a drug 
problem and was on something. The victim stopped talking and started to pac e back and forth .

who stated that her father (victim) had con fronted h er brother (defendant), 
due to him taking medication fn>m a safe box and abusing of it. stated that the defendant 

had become hostile and swung at the victim striking him on the right side of the face.^^^H 
continue^aying that the victim then took the defendant down to the ground in attempt to control 
him. stated that while on the ground the defendant bit the top portion of the victim's left 

ear off. 

The defendant was transported to the City of Mission jail, where he was released to 
custody of jailers. 

Later that day 1 (Inv. Jesus £. Gonzalez #560) made contact with the victim at Rio 
Grande Regional Hospital (101 E. Ridge Road McAllen, Texas) who advised that he did not wish 
to file charges on the defendant or provide me a statement. While making contact with the victim, 
I observed that the top portion of his left ear was missing. Due to the extent of the injury I will be 
filing charges against the defendant on behalf of the State of Texas.
